INMATES PANIC-STBICKEN. 


Bam on the Farm of (he llliaoU IB- 


atituttou I« Wrecked and roar 


•I the Vuror 


Are Killed. 


Lincoln, Ills., June 19.—A tornado 


which passed over the central and 
southern portions of Logan county de- 
•troyed thousands of dollars' worth oj 
property and completely demolished 
the immense cow barn OB the farm ol 
the state institution tor the feeble 
mlndad. 


Twenty-six persons seeking refuge 


from the storm were buried in the de- 
bris. Potr of the refugees, boy pupils 
from Chicago, were taken out dead. 
Five others were severely Injured, one 
Ol whom, Jacob Wilraot, the farm su- 
perintendent, will probably die. 


At 3:45 p. m. a tornado was seen ap, 


proaching the city from the southeast. 
The institution, containing over 700 in- 
mates, seemed to be directly in the 
paXh of the storm and stringent meas- 
ures were quickly taken to prevent a 
panic. The roofs ot several of the 
buildings were carried away and much 
damage was done about the grounds, 
but the 700 inmates were under perfect 
control of the attendants and the 
threatened panic and great losss of life 
was averted. 


The tornado passed on the northeast, 


touching next on the farm and stock- 
barns connected with the asylum, three 
miles distant 
In tae cow barn were 


huddled 26 persons, including the su- 
perintendent of the farm, Jacob Wil- 
mot, 24 pupils and an attendant. The 
barn was wrenched from its 
founda- 


tions and torn to pieces.

Tftese bonds were hy- 
pothecated with the Metropolitan Na- 
tional bank of this city to secure a loan 
of $6,750. 


Spalding owes his acquittal to a Bln- 


gle word in the statute. That word is 
"laterest." The jurors could not be-

After adopting what are supposed 


to be all of-the latest improvements 
in safety appliances, employing 
watchmen, guards and a full corps 
of officiate and subordinates, pre- 
sumably with the idea of safety, 
bank robberies seem to continue 
just the same as before, and the 
criminals escape with the utmost 
ease, and all efforts to capture them 
seem unavailable. 


Bank and other robberies are no) 


committed unless the perpetrators 
thereof have reason to suppose thai 
there is a lack of vigilance on the 
part of those in charg%of the busi 
nets. It is an interesting fact thai 
some of the banks have been robbed 
while the officers were in session in 
a president's room, which is usually 
a private apartment shut off from 
the main counting room by thick 
partitions or heavy draperies, or 
both. The private and confidentia] 
business of a great house is not to 
be overheard, and therefore tbis 
shut off condition of the apartments 
occupied by the officials. An im- 
provement on this plan would be to 
arrange a gallery overlooking the 
counting room, and in this station 
a force of clerks, a certain number 
of 'whom were to be on duty during 
business hours. Each one should be 
connected with an alarm and with 
outer doors that would close at 
touch and fasten automatically. 


It would seem to outsiders that a 


few simple precautions might pre- 
vent these robberies. Of course jt is 
the habit of feeling secure that 
causes carelessness. Everything has 
been all right, and too much is .tak- 
en for granted. After a robbery ev- 
erybody is for awhile on the alert, 
but at this time there is really very 
little danger of attack. It is after 
the excitement has died out that the 
danger begins.—New York Ledger.

A 
vceli known bocnaco died at an age 
wbeu he ought to have been enjoying 
robust and vigorous health. Somo slight 
mention was mudc of his business ven- 
tures, of his daily life, of his reason for 
living. But all this part of his exist- 
ence was immateiral and uninteresting. 
Tbe great and praiseworthy features of 
his life sees: to h;:ve been gastronomic 
feats and a gem^a! ability to cat and 
drink anoriaousiy. He >*»» lauded as 
the prince of bon vivants, the man who 
could eat a huge dinner and shortly 
thereafter swallow a braoe of broiled 
lobsters and a couple of Welsh rabbits, 
washed down with copious libations of 
vintages or distillates or fermentagct?. 


During his last illness, when bis phy 


sicians enjoined rest in bed and a scru- 
pulously careful diet, we read that he 
was game enough to dress and go out.

probably never be able to work again, 
and an endeavor will be made to start 
a public subscription on their account. 
Mr Stover's committee is using all pos- 
sible influence to secure the indictment 
of both Captain Reed and wife for 
manslaughter. This same committee co- 
operated with the Central Labor unions 
of both Brooklyn and New York iu 
managing the mass meeting in Cooper 
Union Match 25.

Still closer esaminatio 
revealed that the gold had be«n saw 
through with exquisite care and ski 
just inside of the milling. Then th 
milling had been removed and from th 
interior of the piece some of the gol 
had been extracted and tbo baser com 
position \vns made to take the place 
the more precious metal Then, wit 
equal deftness and still, the millin 
had been replaced and soldered in Bom 
way and the trick was done.' — Sa 
Francisco Call.

of wiutt-r vt-utores bwaiue established 
as the oharacK-r of the steamers was 
improved and developments were mudu 
iu marine enginery. Now winter navi- 
gation proceeds almost auintcrrupU-dly, 
and the new car ferries steam back and 
forth with little regard for weather or 
for ice. The success of tbo car ferries 
n lake Michigan and the car ferry 
hieh defies winter iu the Straits of 


Mackinac is probably the cause of the 
announcement that negotiations are in 


rogress looking to the construction of 


breaking freight steamers that will 


cable their owners to keep them in 
omsnission on the Lake Superior and 
ower lake route during the winter. 
'he report is without foundation. 


There is a vast difference between 


he navigation of Lake Michigan from 
tie shore to tbe other, and along its 
west shore, and the navigation of the 
great lakes throughout their lengths 


nd through the interlake channels. Ice 
Breaking is expensive, and occasionally 
the ice floes defy the crushing powers 
sf the best of the so called ice breakers. 
One of the car ferries was recently stall- 
id by a floe near Menominee which de- 
fied uot only the steamer, bnt the ex- 
ilcsive power of dynamite. Tbe trouble 
>f winter navigation on the chain of 
akes would occur in the interlake chan- 
nels and in the canals. Owing to the 
clogging effects of the ioe, it would be 
almost impossible to opeiate canals clnr- 
ng midwinter. 


Another and a very serious bar to 


jeaeral lake navigation in winter is the 
prevalence of snowstorms, during which 
jothiug whatever call be seen. Snow 
is more obstructive to the sight than 
fog, and during a driving snow storm 
.t is impossible to see anything ahead, 
even ia the daytime. Winter naviga- 
tors on Lake Michigan, who are never 
out of sight of land for any great length 
of time, experience their chief annoy- 
ance from snowstorms. They manage 
to steam into port when snow is flying 
thick because of their familiarity with 
the route, but they occasionally get in- 
to trouble while they are wrapped in 
"the tumultuous privacy of the storm." 


It does not follow, by any means, 


that because winter navigation is suc- 
cessful on Lake Michigan it can be 
made successful in the upper and lower 
lake service. — Milwaukee Wisconsin.
